The 
chairman aublnlttTd tlie comniittco'a 
recommendation, which urged tlio 
governments of tlu! empire tu In- 
crease their efforts towar<is obtaining 
a reduction in Imperial electric com- 
munication and to ask Mr. Asqulth, 
ipremler of Great Britain, to receive a 
deputation.

Mr. Baxendalc, on 
behalf of the Pacllio Cable board, 
having stated that the board would re- 
duce their i^tes on press messages by 
one half if %h6 Jfew "Zealand govern- 
ment would^ db^'tfae- same regarding 
terminal charges. It - Is believed, M r.

Of the case -ex- 
cept a general reduction in- press 
rates. 

It was resolved that the committee, 
with the addition of Lord Northcliffe,

lieginning the day's session with an 
increase of live per cent over the house 
rate of per cent ad valorem on har- 
ness, the aenalo marched steadily 
ilirough the nine hours of its silting, 
Indulging in very little speech making 
and acting upon many Imiiortunt pro- 
visions. 

Among the changes made were an 
Increase on the dut.\- of scrap iron from 
,1) cents to 1)0 per ton, thus placing 
t one the same le\-<-l as jiig Iron, an 
Increase of a (iuarl(-r of a cent per 
pound over the house rules on wire 
nails, an increase from four to six 
nia a pound on monazlto and thorite, 
and other articles used In the manufac- 
ture of gas mantles, and tho substitu- 
tion of specilic for ad valorem rates 
on nies, rasps, etc. 

Towards tlie close of the day Sena- 
tor Penrose, <if the finance committee, 
1)111 not specillcally for tho committee, 
presented an amendment Uxlng a duty 
of half a cent per gallon on crude oil, 
and after considerable debate it was 

agreed to. 

During tho day the linoleum and oll- 
lotli schedule was recast to apparent- 
ly meet tho demands of the Insurgents, 
and was adopted with the understand- 
ing that if It should not be satisfac- 
tory upon Inspection In the record tho 
schedule could be reopened tomorrow. 

The principal debate of the day was 
on petroleum, linoleum, and scrap Iron, 
Mr. Crawford declaring that It was 
"protection gone mad." The provision 
was also criticised b.v Senators Cum- 
mins and Beverldge. It, however, found 
defenders In Senators Oliver, Dick, and 
Aldrlch. There were many efforts to 
amend tho scrap iron and pig iron 
provisions, but they were adopted With- 
out ch.mge. 

Senator Penrose spoke at length In 
.supiinrt of his oil amendm'int, declar- 
ing that It met the approval of tho in- 
dependent producers and refineries. 
Tho oilfields of Mexico- figured exten- 
sively in this discussion./ Senator Gore 
declared that they we^e a myth. 

On the eve of adjournment for the 
day Senator Aldrlch presented the cor- 
poration tax amendment approved by 
President Taft, stating that he hojied 
that tho Senate would be In a position 
to take it up for consideration on Mon- 
day.

St. Michaels, Md., June 2!i.— No pur- 
suit of an accused assassin was ever 
attended ^y more tiirilling picturesque 
surroundings than that which ended 
in tho deatli of lame Bob Eastman, 
wiio had been known during his short 
residence hero as Fminet 13. Roberts. 
Eastman had simply transposed his 
name from Robert' Emmet Eastman 
to Emmet K. Roberts, 

The man dlsajipeared late on Wed- 
nesday evening, following the dis- 
covery of the body and its Identinca- 
tlon. Suspicion had pointed to him 
from tho very flrgt, for he was the 
perspn with whom the girl hafl last 
been seen. Eastman made efforts to 
leave McDanlel on Wednesday, but 
was warned that he had better remain 
to refute the charges that were being 
made against him. Saying he could 
bo found at his bungalow wlien -want- 
ed, Eastman disappeared. A missing 
skiff from the home of a neighbor told 
the story of his flight. 

All day Thursday sheriff's posses 
were on tho search but no trace of the 
missing man could be found. Last 
night, however, John "\V. McQuay, who 
Uvea four miles from McDanlel, on 
Harris creek, one of the estuaries of 
Chesapeake ' bay heard. In the stillness 
of the night soft rhythmic splash of 
oars far out on the black waters. He 
called but there was no answer. Row- 
ing wearily up the stream the man 
jit tho oars paid no heed. McQuuy 
frantically summoned holp by t^jjo- 
phone. v\ posse arrived, and then ba- 
gan tho stealthy trailing of Eastman 
through the water to his doom. 

For hour after hour, Eastman, suf- 
fering the tortures of the damned, 
for want of .food and water, during the 
night and dajt'.of his. hiding in the 
marshes of the many shallow streams 
which put In from the bay, tried to 
shake off his pursuers. 

Clad in a blue fiannel shirt 
and dark trousers, he was a far 
less conspicuous figure than the mem- 
ber of the sheriffs' crew, who all -wore 
white shirts. 

In and out of the winding ,'<ti'eam 
Eastman led the way. He was making 
for McDanlel, near tlie head of the 
creek, whore he hoped to st^Bl a. team 
and escaiie. His rowing became rhoro 
and more painful, and his progress was 
alow at last, and the iiursuers passed 
him in the darkness. Not sure that 
the men In tho other lioat were reall.v 
on his trail, Eastman continued up 
stream until at last lie had reached a 
point just off the home of Colonel 
Thompson and of the girl who had 
mot death while with him. Hero tho 
stream narrows sharply, and tho spot 
was selected by the posse to n-iake a 
stand. From the tall grasses of the 
shore they called to Eastman to sur- 
render. Twice the call was repeated 
without a reply. Then came the flash 
and report of a revolver. 

It had been aimed b.v Eastman at 
his own he.art, and the bullet had done 
Us work. Thinking the shot had been 
sent .at thoin in an attempt to resist 
arrest, the posso returned the fire, and 
claimed at lirsl that it was the fusilade

, Hallfa.x, N. S., June 25.— Grcac 
stretches of road are disappearing from 
the highway six miles from the town of 
Antlgonlsh, and the people are gresCtly 

alarmed. 

The first cave-In occurred two weeks 
ago, when a section lifty feet long by 
twenty wide, disappeared, carrying a 
telephone pole down far out of sight. 
No sooner had this opening been tilled 
with brlclc and stone than another cav- 
lii took place, v.-hon a strip of road 100 
feet long dlsappeai'ed. The hole made 
on this occasion was forty feel deep 
and thirty feel wide. The cave- in is 
now lilled with water. 

The road commissioner went to the 
scene from Halifax, and while he was 
Investigating another iiortlon of the 
road, lifieen feet long by ten 'n widtli, 
disappeared, and ne.\t day still another 
200 feet from the llrst cave-in sank 
from view. The International railway 
track Is also affected, the rails having 
settled over a foot In two places. 

Tho road commissioner says sub- 
terranean waters aro dissolving the 
plaster far beneath the road, and that 
the district will eventually become a 
large lake. It has been decided to 
build 200 feet of now highway to the 
rear of what the people consider a 
death trap, and which is very danger- 
ous.

To each dominion overseas must be 
assigned some vitally important bene- 
fit and function in a general scheme of

Lieut. Col. Denison, of Toronto, 
speaking as the guest, pf the club. In 
resiionding to the toast of his health, 
spoke of imperial defence and said that 
t.'anada fell that the time had come 
for something to be done. He thought 
Canada should be represented in the 
front line of battle with the finest 
ships that could be built. If Canada 
could not build Dreadnoughts now sho 
could pay for thorn. She could heller 
afford to double bar debt than to run 
the risk of seeing the Empire go un- 
der. \ .- ■ V' . ' . >. 

Canada should alsor'friifn'va, nava.1 
reserve of 10,000 men. ' Canadians 
were far In advance of their politicians 
who were afraid of their own shadow. 
The Canadian navy would bo popular 
with professional politicians for It 
would give tliom great patronage con- 
trol. 

Lord Milner's Speech. 
Lord Milner, ai the Compatriots', 
Club, said: ,If the conference ends .In a • 
fizzle,' as other conferehces^|tiave don6f 
or thoUfeh resulting In practical 'pro'-^' 
posals yet nothing ijractlcal Is done, it 
will not be because the -people are not 
willing and>eaj;riest, but because their 
rulers are Incapable of devising or 
agreeing on means to give effect to 
this popular desire. It Is for tho states- 
men of the Motherland to show the 
way. Tho iiroblem requires very sym- 
pathellc and well instructed handling, 
for behind the unanimity of spirit of 
the dominions, which is so impressive, 
lie many local differences a-Ad different 
attitudes, and above all is tne supreme 
necessity of i-omembering that this 
problem concerns a number of Inde- 
pendent states, controlling their own 
destiny. Any scheme to be successful 
must be devised on lines not only ac- 
ceptable to them now, but along which 
v.-e can continue to march together In 
"future; but no scheme will be adequate 
to the cireunistances of the time, or 
worthy of the spirit shown by tho do- 
minions unless it assigns to each of 
them Important and substantial func- ' 
lions in a gene>ral plan of imperial de- 
fence. The time has come for com- 
prehensive and courageous proposals 
from the Imiierial government. It Is 
not iis if we were asking the dominions 
to lake up a part of the imperial bur- 
don. It is they who are offering to do 
it. The Inltlallve is entirely theirs. 
It is not for tho relief of British bur- 
dens. We are prepared to carry our 
present Lmrdou, and an oven heavier 
one. It is for ihe greater security and 
dignity of the Fmpire as .1, whole 
whicli is their concern, just as much as 
ours. They must feel that they aro 
doing something worth doing and ren- 
doring n service to the Empire as a 
whole. This Is the desire of- tho do- 
minions themselves, and tho last thing 
that would meet Iholr apjiroval would 
be to suggest, though it might be only 
out of con.s'ldcration for them, that 
they undertake so petty .and altogether 
trifling duties and be treated as chil- 
dren to bo amused with more show, 
while all the real work is left to the 
T'nlted' Kingdom, Discussion may 
modify any projiosnls so that there 
would bo no vestige of dictation. In 
proposing them nobody dreams of Im- 
posing — indeed it would be quite im- 
possible to impose any duty upon tho 
dominions from without. Nothing can 
ho exacted from any of them unless It 
commends itself to tho free judgment 
of Its people. Some of the dominions 
mny not accept tho role proposed to 
them in any common scliemo of liji- 
perinl defence, though I think It un- 
lik-ely, but the Rritisli government will 
have done Its duly liy giving a clear 
and unmlslakeable lead. It must bo 
left to those men In each dominion 
wlio are in sympathy willi ilie imperial 
Idea to see to it tliat no petty objec- 
tions, no narrow particularism or antl- 
quattui prejudice, above all no local 
liarty blckiu'lngs, are allowed to pre- 
vent their country from taking an, 
honorable part In upholding the 80-; 
curity of and prestige of the British 
Empire," 

Lord Milner's speech .attracts much 
attention. The feeling here is wide- 
spread thai Lord Milner was right 
Wiici". he said thai the movement in 
tl".;. British dominions was no passing 
ebullition of patriotic sentiment, but a 
poinilar movement of unmlstakcablo 
earnestness In favor of such a com- 
bination throughout the Empire as 
would , remove ..anjr.Jor^igi}.',menace. to 
British naval supremacy."

The progress 
mlglit have ' been greater continued 
the bishop, but they were thankful 
lor what had been done. 'When they 
thought of Bishop Hills and all that 
the iiioneers had endured they could 
but honor tbi'in. They gav<! their best 
to Cod and kept back nothing. Ho tlio 
church had grown and so they tiianked 
Cud and weiT full of courage. 

'I'hey wore told tliat religion was 
losing its liolil on llie people. 'I'Jie' 
Cluireh of ]::ngland, however, liad an 
heritage unlike thi.' rest. They had 
an iinbiol<en aiiost'illc recoril which 
had been iireservod on one hand from 
the errors and superstitions ot the 
great Church of Rome and also from 
the unsatisfactory holdings of faltli 
found in those who had separated 
tlieinK(>l ves. What tlio.v wanted was 
courage to hold on to tiio faith handed 
down to tliem. Tile cliurch was not 
state-made, h,-iving Its origin with 
Henry VIII., but was one with . tliii 
church of the jjast. Theirs was not 
some su|)erllclal acknowledgment of 
the C'lirlstian elemi'iit, but the faith 
once dollvored by .lesiis Christ to the 
clnirch. I''or this reason they should 
stand for all tliai is iriie'st and high- 
est in the community. 

"There are tilings /n. thls city which 
are crying out' forTjudgnSent," said the 
bishop, "which If Christians wore 
only true to their high' calling .could 
be crushed.

June^Z6. — ^Practical- 
ly the entire eastern shore of Maryland 
is aroused in corineotlon with the bru- 
tal murder of Hrs. Bdlth May "Wood- 
hill, wife of Gilbert Woodhill, an auto- 
mobile dealer In Los Angeles. Cal., 
whose niide body, the skuH crushed In 
by a blow, apiiarently from behind 
witli Iron, was found yesterday by boys 
in Hack Creek, a tributary of the 
Cliojjtank River, a fe\e miles from liere. 

Julm T. Roberts, it Is s:iid, was with 
.Mrs, Woodhill when she was last seen 
and he is accused of having committed 
murder. Tlie motive o? the crime at 
present is a mytery. 

Robert is said to be .-iboui lift.v years 
old. He clainii'd to be a magazine 
writer and general eorresponilent of 
newspapers. Hc^ is .said to have de- 
clared that h(! returned to this locality 
after a short absence for the purpose 
expressly of writing up tlie murder 
\vhicli he Is now accused of having 
committed. 

Mr. and .Mrs. Woodhill came here 
early this ir.ontli, the latter witii the 
intention of speiulliig the summer wllli 
her foster-father. Captain Charles H. 
Thompson. Her husband remained only 
a few days, leaving, it is understood, 
for Detroit, whence iie Intended to re- 
turn to Los Angeles. From that time 
Mrs. Woodliill and Roberts are report- 
ed to have seen much of each other. 
The Rendezvous. 
Last Saturday Mrs. Woodhill went to 
Easlon to have some dental work done 
and it had lii'cn arranged that Rob- 
erts should mi'et her at Roy.-d Oak 
and return with lier to lier liome. Rob- 
erts missed the train for Royal Oak

borhood until after the llnding of the 
body. I'rolKibly he eiide.-r.-o red to allay 
the growing uni-aslni^ss of Capt. 
Tliomiison in connection with his fos- 
ter-daughter's absence and it is said 
he used the letter referred to as <'vl- 
dunce In suiiiioi t Of his contention that 
she wiis all right and would soon re- 
turn. .'\fter the body had bei'ii jiosi- 
llvely Identified nnd suspicion began 
to point to Rolierts, he visited a livery 
stable kept by .fustlee of the Peace 
Willey it Radellff and tried to hire a 
team. Radellff remarked to his part- 
ner that Roberts was undi'r suspicion, 
but Wllle\- did not seem justllied In 
dirlalnlng him at tlie time. Last nlglit, 
liowev(^r, he telephoned to the boarding 
liou.se of George Taylor nnd made en- 
iiulrlea about Roberts ;uid mentioned 
that he was suspected of the, murder. 

Roberts was beside, 'i^iylor during 
this con\-erBation and upon learning of 
the flusiilclon against him Is said to 
hove remarked: "If that is tlie case 
I will not go to Baltimore."

Britain. It is true It creates a vast 
expense, but the left hand takes what 
the right hand pays;, quick circulation 
encourages industry and our fleots 
raise seamen and take away vaga- 
bonds.

In the Aberdeen Journal of 1775 ap- 
peared the above article. In view of 
the threatened- French war at that 
time the above statement has a pecu- 
liar significance at the present time 
when the Old Country is torn over 
the question of naval expansion to 
meet a possible 'and threatened Ger- 
man Invasion. The words written over 
a century ago when Britain's shores 
were menaced by an active and here- 
ditary foe and beacon liros were blaK- 
Ing on every headland, when th(^ press 
gang was at work forcing men to serve 
in Hla Majesty's lleets and the navy 
was about to gain some of Its world 
renowned victories has a peculiar sig- 
nllieence. 

Among a large number of relics, 
posHessIng an iiistorieal Hignificance, 
collected together by Alexander GIbb, 
a Scottish world-uido traveler and col- 
lector of "objects de vertu." now on 
exliibltlon at tlie store of Bieusdale & 
conipans', i)07 Government street, Is 
shown a copy of the Aberdeen Jour- 
nal of 1775.

It was in the ac- 
tual possession of ller late iNhijesty 
on that date. 'i'he baptismal font 
of the Cordon fumil>', to which hc- 
longed the Sudan martyr. Is also 
shown. It is fashioned out of solid 
granite and tlie last member of tliat 
famous^famlly to possess it was (Jol- 
onql Cprdon, Stain's House, Aberdeen. 
The font Is ■fashioned after the pat- 
tern of a 'huge goblet. Three goblet 
shaped pieces fashioned out of,, .wood 
taken in 1445 from tho» Cathedral of 
Aberdeen and now holding an equal 
number of ostrich eggs form an in- 
teresting: jiorlion of the collection 
which also includes other objects hav- 
ing an lilstorical interest, including 
tlie masonic regalia worn by Col Gor- 
don, undo of General' Gordon nf 
Sudan fame; the fifth edition of Cal- 
met's dictionary of the Bible, now 
very rare and out of print; the small 
arms saddle belonging to the Right 
Hon. Lord Milton.

THUGS IN VANCOUVER 



Newcomer Brutally Slugged and Rob- 
bed in Stanley Park—One 
Arrest Made

was brutally assaulted and robbed of

held him down while the other went 
through ills iiockets. Leaving their 
victim unconscious upon tho ground, 
the thugs fled. Deadman recovered 
several minutes afterwards, and hurry- 
ing to the entrance to the park notl- 
lied se\-ernl people, who In turn eolled 
lh<! police. The patrol-auto loaded 
wit'n officers was soon on tho scene, 
but no trace of the highwaymen could 
be found. 

Later Clay Beers, a well dres.^ed 
\oung man, who formerly conducted a 
penn\- arcade here, was arrested and 
eliarged with the crime. After Dead- 
man had been attended to b.e phy- 
sicians lie accompanietl Detectives 
McDonald and Scott to the Great 
Northern depot, where they arrived 
Just three minutes before the Seattle 
train pulled out. Beers was found 
seated In a car reading a newspaper. 
Deadman pointed him out as one of 
his assailants. On being told he was 
under arrest P.eers paled and" shoolc 
nice a leaf. Deadnian's watch and 
•M were found on him when the iio- 
llce seaiidied iilni at hendiiunrtors. 

Magi.=Jlrate Williams tliis morning 
remanded the hearing till Monday on 
request of .Mr. J. A. Russell who hag 
been engaged to defend a cluirge of 
highway robbery whicli is laid against 
the accused. 

The police suspect Beers and his 
unknown companion with connection 
with the bunco game which recently 
took place In tho park, when a ver- 
dant newcomer was liuiicood for $75. 

Although the iiolice are sc'ouring 
tho city for the Kecon<l thug they have 
mot witli not tho slightest trace of 
hlin. It is believed ho Is In hiding 
and every avenue of escape Is shut off. 
It will he difiieult to effect a capture 
as Doadman cannot give a deaeription. 
Ho would know tiie voice again, he 
says, because while the r.jbbcry was 
being committed tho thugs were con- 
versing.

i When the men, wlio «rlt6"',jf<jr ' tho 
niBgazlnes or the Metropolitan weekly 
papers, set out to speak about ' the 
Makers oC Canada, tliej- content thoin- 
selvos with niciitloniiig a few promin- 
ent i)iililic incii aiul perhap.s a few 
railway biiildors. The names of the 
men, that are usually In the Hat, no 
doubt have a right there; but the pre- 
sence In tlie city of representatives of 
tlio Wlinlesaio Grocers of the Domin- 
ion reniliuls us that there are other 
makers of Canada than those who 
live In the limelight of current events. 
Tlio jiart played by tlie morcnntllo 
community in huildinpr up a country 
is not conspicuous on tho face of 
things, biit rrt/teURo'iie CtlSe: 'lesiB far- 
reaching. • Their w'orlc is . done, unob- 
trusively, and perhaps tile majority of 
tlicni would disclaim any pretensions 
to patriotism in carrying out their 
various ontcrprisca. Tliey will prob- 
ably toll you that with them "business 
Is business," and tliat you cannot pay 
a bank ovierdraft with sentiment; but 
all tlie same they are nation-builders, 
because ■ they inako nation-building 
possible , Jlr.' Simon 1/cIser, speaking 
at the bianauet - at- the - Empress on 
Thursday night.; referred to the fact 
that the Wholesale grocer.s aid in tho 
development of a country by the judi- 
cious extension of credit to pioneer 
jtradera, iand 'by . carrying-', such irien, 
■when It turns out that they haVe been 
a little too oj)timistlc in buying. Of 
cour.se this is only good; business, and 
the wholesale man is not mueii lii- 
liuenced hy ])iillantliroi)ic ideas in so 
doing; but tho point is that ho docs 
it. fA. close analysis oC. motives- might 
fn many cases ieadlto -strange- rosultsi 
Perliaps if wo could get to tho funda- 
mental reasons, why prominent public 
inen did thlngs^^ which gainecl .them 
f an^e,' ? 'miiBilt ''cilffi o\^r ' sdriie&lng 
less noble than lofty patriotism' ■ and 
far-seeing .statesmanship. After the 
event wo are apt to look upon its con- 
sequences, as its cause; and those 
who brought It about alline with . a 
light reflected from something that 
they did «ot foresee. Our modern 
poets never tire of singing the praises 
• of tho "gentlemen adventurers," who 
in tiic Elizabethan Era laid the foun- 
dations of tho British Empire.' We 
ascribe to them p. loftiness .of pur- 
pose and a breatlth of vision not ap- 
parent either to themselves or their 
contemporaries. They were influenced 
partly by the love of adventure, partly 
by th4 hope of gain. They had plenty 
of the former and sufficient of the lat- 
ter to wiiet tiieir appetite for more; 
but they were unconsciously making 
an Empire and shaping the destinies 
of the race. 

Our times are more prosaic. In- 
jStead of caravels ana pinnaces we use 
steamships moving faster than the 
wind. Instead of siuggisii caravans 
we use swift railway trains. Instead 
of despatching messengers to all parts 
of the earth and waiting months -for 
their return, we flash a message half 
way round the globe and gi-t an 
answer within a few liours. The 
gentleman adventurer of tiie Twen- 
tieth Century does not stand on his 
liigh-pooped ship, keeping a sharp 
looliout for other gentry of the same 
kidney, wlio would regard the aqulsl- 
tion of his venture as nn eminently 
proper and profltaljlo conclusion of 
their own. lie sits at an olllce desk, 
and the genius ,o6 the greatest artist 
could hardly rh'ake a' rortitfntlc figure 
out of him. He does not spread his 
velvet cloak upon tlie ground that his 
Sovereign may pass by with unsoiled 
slippers; but he sends his merchan- 
dize beyond the borders of civiliza- 
tion, KO that heroic, tliough humble 
pioneers may blaze a jiathway for an 
army of worl<ers. Thus the business 
men are as truly nation -blinders as 
tho statcsmeti, the soldiers. or the ad- 
venturers, whose names historians 
preserve and whose deeds, mellowed 
by time, which has cast a mantle of 
charity over tiic motives that 
prompted thorn, arc the admiration 
and Inspiration of us aU, 



reason jthaiij-thajt, 'the- other- favored It.. 
There has not -ibWn vv^ much of ac- 
tual pollilcs' tn the case, by -which -we 
mean that In only a few If any cases 
have people held oil from any move- 
ment for the public welfare on the 
ground that it would embarrass their 
political friends or help' their political 
opponents. This- is. a good feature of 
the case, for it encourages the .belief, 
that, If any definite, plans for railway 
construction can bQi'deyisecli, there will 
be no dlfliculty In .kecurlhg, the coop- 
eration of both gbvernriidhts, as far as 
that cooperation can reasonably be 
asked, and that any rate there will 
bo no division among the people 
orer tliem upon political grounds. In 
regard to bringing pressure upon gov- 
ernments, the Colonist has always 
taken tiio position thai the personal 
feeling of niinistors ought not to in- 
fluence the action of constituencies. 
"Wise ministers wish to know the feel- 
ing of the people, so tiuit they can 
shape their policies accordingly. Long 
previous to the last federal election 
tho Colonist advanced certain proposi- 
tions, which in its. humble judgment, 
seemed to bo niatters--to which the re-, 
preventative of • the province In the 
Dominion caliinet might well give his 
attention. It did this because It be- 
lieved it only fair to Mr. Tempieman 
to do .so. So now, when there seems 
to bo a probability that the provin- 
cial government will propose a rail- 
way policy to tho legislature, it feels 
its duty to bo to present Its views 
and the views of others on that sub- 
ject for the consideration of the prov- 
incial ministers. Its reason tor so do- 
ing Is the hope that the views thus 
expressed will find expression in the 
policy ot the provincial • government, 
and it can truthfully say that It hoped 
the. matters urged upon Mr. Temple- 
man's * consideration, previous to the 
dissolution of the late Parliament, 
would receive the favorable considera- 
tion- of that gentleman and his col- 
leagues. The Colonist puts the public 
welfare above party welfare. Its llrst 
duty is towards the people; it owes 
no duty to any party exsept so far 
as that party may. In its opinion, be 
honestly endeavoring to advance the 
public welfare along lines of which 
it can conscientiously approve. 

Applying this principle to the ques- 
tion of railway development, the' Col- 
onist Is not at this stage specially 
concerned with what the provincial 
government may have In mind. Its 
.efforts are directed to letting the gov- 
ernment know what the people have 
in mind. When this has been done 
thoroughly, when the government lias 
been fully advised of what. the people 
of tills city and Island -.deBire"; and 
when the possibility of , giving effect 
to those desires has been ascertained, 
than,, and not- till then; can any one 
claim that the railway problem has 
been thoroughly canvassed. Then and 
only then can tho provincial govern- 
^merit''--reaoh a decision Ihiit will be 
likely to meet with popular' support. 
He would be a falae,:friend to the prov- 
incial government who would not seek 
to keep It In touch with public sen- 
timent, .or would refuse to stimulate 
a sentiment along linos which he be- 
lieves are for tho public benefit. Rail- 
way deveioi)inont in -BfttlBh-GolUWbla 
Involves more than the construction 
of one line. It involves something 
more than the plans of any one com- 
pany to got the shortest and best route 
to the sea, or the route Which it thinks 
is the shortest and best. Southern 
Britisli Columbia has transportation 
problems that cannot be ignored, bo 
has "Vancouver Island. Whether these 
problems are suflicicntly advanced to 
be dealt with, and, if so, to what ex- 
tent, is one of the aspects of the case 
in regard to which It would he 
premature to express an opinion; but 
there can be no doubt as to the duty 
of tlie people of "Victoria and 'Van- 
couver Island to malic tlielr wishes 
known and to leave no stone unturned 
In their efforts to carry those wislios 
into effect.

THE. FRENCH IN-CANADA. 

We are. sure Mr, Carrier, INI. P., is 
mistaken llf 'thinking there- Is a preju- 
dice In British Columbia against the 
l'"rench population of Canada. It ho 
had jsald that there Is much ignorance 
regarding-;.,tK(i-,tiielBment of tho popula- 
tion, he -would not have been astray, 
for It is unquestionable that there is 
not that degree of knowledge among 
English-speaking Canadians of the 
history and sentiments of their French - 
sijouking compatriots as would make 
for a Ijotter understanding between 
them. The fault Is not ail on one side. 
The love of the people of Quebec for 
their laws.' langnage, and religion, lias 
liegotten an excluslyeness whicii Is 
hard to penetrate, especially by people 
who'are so averse to learning any other 
language than theiir own, as most Eng- 
lish-.speakirig Canadians are. The peo- 
ple of Quebec' assign to the churcli tx 
place In the lives of communities and 
individuals such as It possesses in no 
other part of tlie Dominion, not even In 
the French parishes of Xova Scotia 
and Now Brunswick, and this creates a 
barrier not easily overcome. The An- 
glo-Saxon assumption always seems lo 
be that people who don't do things In 
an Anglo-Saxon way must necessarily 
be wrong; and wo therefore rarely talve 
the trouble to look much beneath tiie 
surface of things. Are people differ- 
ent from us then let us look on them 
with suspicion. That is where the 
fault chiefly lies on our side. Yet wo 
do not think tlicre is any greater i)re- 
judlce against tiie Frencli on tiie one 
side than against the English on the 
other. But this is not to say that there 
ought not to be a better understanding 
between the two races than now exists; 
for we think tliere ought to bo, and 
that tiiero can bo no more unpatriotic 
course than that taken by some un- 
thinking newspapers and politicians, 
wlio seek to create an Impression that 
the people of Quebec are disloyal to 
the British Empire at heart. In a cen- 
tury and a half the 60,000 people who 
lived in the St. Lawrence valley have in- 
creased thirty-fold, with very little 
augmentation from Immigration and a 
considerable loss by emigration. This 
Is one of tho facts In the fabric which 
we call the Dominion of Canada. 'U'e 
not like it; wo may wish tha.t 
Dord North had thought more ' of hlS' 
duties as Prime Minister and less of 
being present at a BO.ciaU function and 
had given greater attention to the facts 
which were awaiting his investigation 
before he committed tho Parliament of 
the .United Kingdom to tlip establish- 
meiit -of^an' iriipertiiiTi in imperio; ■we 
may hope that In some ways the bar- 
riers between the two races may be 
broken down, so that tiiere may be a 
greater asslmllaclon; but as patriotic 
Canadians we must recognise tho facts, 
and try to understand our compatriots 
better. If we would do so, any pre- 
judice on either side, If any . exists, 
would be removed, and tho two races 
■tvould work together harmoniously for 
the development of their common 
country, and be ready to stand shoulder 
to shoulder for the maintenance of the 
Empire.

An enthusiastic art'd largely attended 
meeting of the M6tcho.sln and Colwood 
league was held in tho Metchosln liall 
on Wednesday evening at which Ralph 
Smith. M. r;.; .Tohn Jardlne, M. P. P.; 
■Ernest McCJaffey, secretary of the 
Vancouver Island Dovolopniont Iciisue; 
H. D. Helmckon, K. C; Hans Helgeaoii 
and a number of others, prornlnontly 
tdcntlllcd with tho development of the 
Island, wero present. 

The moetlns waa opened by George 
Heathor&ell, tne seoretary ot the Met- 
chosln and Colwood league. Mr. 
Heatherbell is one of the pioneer fruit 
growers of Vancouver Island and own- 
er of Glen Lea, a fruit farm at Col- 
wood, sltunted directly on the lagoon 
near tho open sea. Ho is a well known 
lecturer and a writer on fruit topics. 
His farm Is one of tho finest on the 
island. 

In tho opening address he drew at- 
tention to the fact that the .Metchosln 
and Colwood league liad been .started 
two years ago and wa.s really the pion- 
eer In tho dea-olopment movement on 
tho Island. The people of those dlp- 
triot.s had been very glad to Join with 
the Vancouver Island league. Colwood 
and Metchosln formed one of tho rich- 
est and most productive regions in tlio 
world and was particularly and espec- 
ially adapted to fruit growing and 
agriculture. 

Ralph Smith, M. P., who was called 
upon to speak, made an a/ble and 
Btronuous address, ikointlng out that 
the basis of prosperity In all countries 
lay in the land.

Just wlicn tho public is settling down 
to the conviction that hereafter the re- 
lations between the city council and 
the parks board will be of a most 
amlcHblo nature and tluit tho bicker- 
ings and strained relations which arose 
over the conduct of the business of the 
board by tlie old parks body wore a 
thing ot the pa.si, along comes Alder- 
man Stewart with, the proposition to 
terminate the existence of tho board 
and have the wor)< of park superin- 
tendence and contrpi vested In a com- 
mittee of the council. 

This latest turn, Of the wheel In the 
management of Victoria's parks and 
beauty spots will be the subject of dis- 
cussion at Monday night's council 
meeting and will siirely be provocative 
of heated discussion. 

Alderman Stewart will submit a 
resolution that the parks board bylaw 
ot 1907 be repealed. As that measure 
authorized the organization of the 
■board and gave it its present powers 
to repeal it will mean that the board 
Is p\it down and out. Evidently it Is 
.Mdcrman Stewart's intention to show 
no consideration for tho three gentle- 
men who, at Mayor Hall's request, 
came forward nnd volunteered their 
services in place of the four niembors, 
John Arbuthnot, John Nelson, G. E. 
Wilkerson and F. B. Pemberton, who 
recently took umbrage at tho attitude 
ot the council and resigned. 

His Objections 
Alderman Stewart's move is tho re- 
sult of the action taken by tho new 
board at its last meeting In advancing 
the salary of tho parks superintendent, 
D. D. England, from $»0 to $l.-)0 per 
month. While he is not averse to see- 
ing the superintendent secure an ad- 
vance the increase given by tho board 
Is, he elalniB, altogetlier too much and 
in fact there aro at the present time 
but two nicmhers ot the Civlo perman- 
ent staff who arc drawing more money 
than that given tb the head ot the 
parks' svBtem. This apparent readi- 
ness to vote away the money appro- 
priated for the board, is what leads 
Alderman Stewart to toclleve that tho 
board, as such, shows no disposition 
to handle Its finances properly and as 
tho board, under Its bylaw, expend its 
funds in any maiiner It sees fit, .Vlder- 
inan Stewart considers that the only 
woy to enforce tho proper expenditure 
of parks' moneys is to do away with 
the board and place the work under a 
council committee. 

Scheme Evidently Failed 
While four members Of 'the old board 
resigned, only three gentlemen were 
appointed to succeed them, Dr. Hall, 
brother of Mayor Hall, A. E. Lewis 
and H, M. FuUertori. The Idea ot the 
mayor and council was to leave a va- 
cancy on the 'board, thus eriualizlng 
the council and non-council members 
before the non-council memters were 
in tho majority. At tho last meeting 
of the 'board, however, only one council 
monVber, Alderman Henderson, was 
present the mayor and Aldennnn Tur- 
ner not turning up, and three non- 
council members promptly voted him 
to the chnlr- Accordingly while he 
voiced his objections to the increase o£ 
the parks suporintondonf s salary to 
$150 tho other members carried it. 

And now after they have sat at but 
one meeting, 'Messrs. I'"ullcrton, Hall 
and Lewis have fallen foul of the 
council, or at least of some of the 
members thereof, and the old troubles 
seem In a <{vlr way to bo resurrected.

Aid. Humber Leads Onslaught 
Against Bylaw Passed at 
Last Council Meeting 



The measure passed by tho city 
council at last Monday night's meet- 
ing to provide tor the closing up on 
Sundays of fruit, candy, cigar and 
tobacco stores will not become eftec- 
llve until the council Is given another 
opportunity of having its say. The 
bvlaw was rushed through when all 
but two of tho members of the coun- 
cil wero discussing some other matter 
and Jn fact Alderman Henderson, who 
occupied tho mayor's chair in the ab- 
sence of his worship bad put the 
question and declared 11 carried be- 
tore the majority ot tho aldermen 
present knew what was being done. It 
was the intention of Alderman Hum- 
ber and somo of the otliers to speak 
aeaiiiBt the passing of the bylaw but 
they let the oppoi-tupUy slip. 

Now Alderman Humber has posted 
notice that on Monday night tiext he 
will move that tho motion passing the 
bylaw be reconsidered. This will bring 
the matter up again when. It is pre- 
dicted, a fioreo onslaugliL on the by- 
law will be made. Opponents of the 
measure claim that they are In the 
majority and can turn the . measure 
down. At any rate they are deter- 
mined to try. 

Since the measure flrat came before 
the council there have been many com- 
jilalnts made by proprietors of cigar 
stores that whllp..tliey. iriUflt dope up 
restaurants will pe ehtlUed ,to soil 
cigars and tobaccos.' Wlille the cigar 
men are not averse to closing on 
Sunday they do object to restaurants 
being allowed to secure the whole 
trade and they state that to prevent 
somo from selling while allowing" to do 
so would be tho rankest of discrimina- 
tion. 

The necessity of allowing the fruit 
stores to remain open in view of tlie 
number of tourists who visit the city 
during the summer: months will also bo

" While d riuifibferVbfr students , and ob- 
servSrs Ijave . beeal tcyjlng to prove by 
experiment that the people of western 
countries eat too much meat, condi- 
tions have arisen that are likely to 
force all but the very wealthy to adopt 
\ per force a diet more largely vege- 
, tarian. The price of meat In the 
United States has so greatly iucreus- 
od that luiiidredH of butclier sliops in 
tile poorer cpiarter.-j cf Now York had 
to be closud because laborers could 
not afford to buy meal at the higher 
prices. It will bo autumn, we are told 
before the prices can rail. Worse than 
this, the cost of bread and potatoe.s 
has also greatly increased. 

Wages on the other hand liuvo re- 
mained .stationary, and the worker is 
feeling the plncli. Housekeepor.s in 
our own city have very niucli the 
same experience. Uread and i)otaloe3 
have not for many years been so dear 
as at present. In tliis groat Canada 
of oura wltli its vaiit whcatllelds and 
Its small population It might be 
thought that iilenty would prevail. 
Yet the countries of the world are now 
so close together, so dependent upon 
one another that prices cannot ad- 
vance In one without affecting <ill. 
The farmer, Indeed, must profit by the 
advaiioe In' the''"obst Of 'fo'ocl, and will 
do so until the wages of the mechanic, 
the laborer and the comnierclal classes 
are raised to enable them to meet the 
rise in prices. Then the prbducts'ot 
their labor will Increase in value so 
that the I'armcr's |)rollts must go to 
meet a rirfe in the onst of machinery 
for hi.s work, and necessariuH for Juh 
household. Students of political 
economy do not, however, soi'iii tii 
think this is likely to hap[)cn. It will 
be necessary lhe\- say, for the Am- 
erican wage earner to reduce liis e.x- 
peiises. We eaaiiol eontiniie In spend 
as large sums upon our tal)les as Wi- 
did In the <il(l days when there was 
more food raised in proportion to tlie 
I)opulatlon. This will cause a groat 
revolution in our way of life, and one 
that will not be weleomiHl. 

Even in the i>arly days of coloniza- 
tion both in Canada and the United 
States, there was a sort of rude 
plenty. In most years the farmers 
raised more than could be used In the 
home and supply the family with such 
clothing as was considered necessary. 
Milk and butter, aggs and meat were 
all raised on the farm, and usually 
supplied the tables with nourishing 
food. Wild fruit was plentiful and 
furnished preserves for winter, It was 
only th^ very unskilful, the unfortun- 
ate, the improvident or the very 
I)cnuriou8 couple who did not provide 
their children with abundance of 
nourishing food. At llrst markets 
were so distant that much that is now 
.sold wa.s used at home. The careful 
liousewlfi; saved everything for which 
money was paid, but spent gcnerou.s- 
ly enougli of what wna raised on the 
farm. 

When fpreign markets were opened 
up by railroad and steamboat a new 
era of iirosperity set in. Tlio farmers' 
houses were better furnished, and 
their wives and children better dress- 
ed. Their sons, wlio went to the city 
prospered. To the home made dishes 
were added dainties which the ex- 
tension of commerce made ])0ssible. 
Perhaps, in some places the standards 
of living advocated by labor leaders, 
helped towards an '«xtieridlture' that 
would be considered Ittvish in/ Euro- 
pean countries. 

Now wi' are told tiiat we have gone 
too far. We are eating and drinking 
more, than Is good for u.s the doctors 
say, while the pressure of hard times 
and the high prices warn Jis that wo 
are using more th^n wo cfin afford. 
» ■ » • ' 

If in this Vriatter, reform I9' needed, 
it must come from the 'women. Our 
cookery books have 'hitherto b'ecn used 
chiclly for making dainties. Each 
housewife has vied with the other how 
to combine the materials at our hand 
so as best to please the palate and 
what arc considered the best recipes 
have often been the most extravagant 
and not Infreiiuently It is to be feared, 
the most indigestible. 

How to supidy the most nourishing 
•Tnd at the same tlnie the nicest 
dishes at the smallest co.st. is n study 
which ha.'i not hitherto occuidinl the 
minds of women <m tills ooiitlnent to 
any great extent. Now. In tlii' largo 
centres of population In thi' cast the 
pressure of want is forcing upon phil- 
anthropists the nei'd of clieap food, 
nonifstie science Is lielpiiig greatly in 
this work, and it -will not be long bo- 
fori- no woman will be con.sldered lit 
to manage a home till sho understands 
both the ajKt and ili)iQiacie,nce : of cook- 
ery. I \ r ■

Tlie subject of health wn.s the fir.st 
to come before tlie iMjngrcss of women 
and tlie number of, apoalters shows 
liow very widely the subject is .studied 
! by women in all countries. A griat 
many of those who addressed the 
congress are doctors who speak wltli 
authority upon the subject. It Is sur- 
prising. In these days, how little is 
said liy these scientific people about 
drugs (H- even of the advantage nf 
surgery. They all insist that good 
health Is, as Lady Aberdeen said, to 
be gained and preserved by good hous- 
ing, good food, fresh air, temperance 
and self c<>ntr(d." If this Is true and 
few will dispute it, we ■ must agree 
with this speaker tliat the health of 
any nation is very largely in the hands 
of Its women; If all mothers undei-- 
stood and practiced the laws of health 
our hospitals would not need to- bo en- 
larged and the professions of doctor 
and nurse would not be ..as pi;olltable 
as they are now.' '{»drha'p.r it' Is rather 
from the work In the narrowbr sphere 
of home than from that wider' but hot 
so powerful an inducncc oVer the 
licaltli of comiiiunities that Improve- 
ment is to be looked for. Factory in- 
spectors, settlement workers and 
charitable Institution.s may and do ef- 
fect reforms. But the necessity for 
these would Ivi greatly les.sened If each 
mother In her own home were to con- 
sider that It was of^' the' greatest im- 
liortanco that she shqul^ldo everything 
possible to conserve" riot only the 
health of members of her household 
but her own. 



Ing passed u resolution against the 
Iiractice of working men In the chain 
gangs on the .•jtreets and highways. It 
is surprising that tnere are not more 
frequent protests ngalnat this way of 
punishing prisoners. It Is hard to see 
what good end It serves. Very few 
citizens see the little band of men 
forced. ,i;o march through our public 
streets ..without a feeling of. painful 
pity. It Is a public degradation that 
must harden any man who retains a 
feeling of self respect. No one douins 
that the prisoners wiio. lill opr jails 
deserve punishment and it may he 
granted thatjienfbroed'^iipleness or use- 
less monotohbu's Idbor , are both bad 
for them. 

Yet it cannot but be f(dt that even 
in Victoria It should be possible, while 
forcing nien to work to allow, them to 
do so free from tlio gaze of the public. 
There" Is 'no question that there ought 
to he a farm attached to the jail 
where the men who work on the chain 
gang could be profitably employed. It 
Is long since the stocks were "abolished 
as bad alike for the prisoner and those 
who took pleasure- In •'his disgrace. It 
is high time that the stocks followed. 



Another resolution tills fed<'ration 
passed was one concerning the en- 
forcement of the aiitl-clgarette law. 
The women of this province are very 
active In procuring the passing of a 
law forbidding tlu; use of cigarettes to 
Canadian boy.s. Is it being enfori'(;d '.' 
The Washington law goes inucli far- 
ther than ours. It forbids the use 
of cigarettes to men as well as boys. 
Whatever question there may ho about 
the wisdom of trying to i)revent those 
of mature year.s using any form of to- 
bacco they choo.se there is none abiiut 
the harm that sniekiug does to chil- 
dren. The .'State lias ;i right to pro- 
tect them fi-oui the greed of others and 
from their own UA\y . Ihit a law that 
is not strictl.s- i-nfurc(>d is far worse 
than no law at all.

TALK ON WHISKEY 

CAUSES MUCH GRIEF 



London, Juno 25. — Tho war now rag- 
ing in England over the proposal to in- 
crease the whiskey duty is a very mild 
reproduction of the storm that arose in 
the country early in tho eighteenth 
century, when the government Imposed 
a duty of $5 a gallon, besides heavily 



taxing tho retail dealers. Legislators 
of those days were eager to check the 
consumption of whiskey In the Inter- 
ests of temperance. Alas, for their 
fond hopes. Tho trade became abso- 
lutely unprolitable except to the un- 
scrupulous and tho criminal classes,' 
who began smuggling on the largest 
scale; to such an extent. Indeed, and 
with such violence that the revenue 
olllcers found It impossible to prevent 
it, and the Act having thus become a 
dead letter it was repealed in 1752 and 
a lower duty substituted. 

Ireland, as usual, had to wait for 
repeal, with the result that although 
In one year 10,000,000 gallons were sold, 
only 3,000,000 paid duty, indicating that 
7,000,000 gallons were smuggled. Illicit 
distillation l^ecame so extensive that' 
the lives of excisemen wore no longer 
worth living, and as the people were on 
the side of the smugglers the country 
was In chronic rebellion. , A curious, 
result was that in .1824' tho duly was 
actually made lower in Ireland and in 
Scotland than in England — a privilege 
that lasted till Mr. Gladstone equalized 
tho tax by making it $2.50- a ■ gallon. 
What glorious times for the whiskey 
drinker must those have been In the, 
reign of Charles II., when only 8 cents 
per gallon represented tho thirsty* 
man's burden, for a few days, at least.

Englewood, June 25. — Geo. .Sargent 
entered from the Hyde Manor club 
Sudbury, Vermont, won the fourteenlli 
annual open golf championship of the 
United States today over the Kngle- 
wood clu') links, by fo-.ir strokes, his 
medal play total at 72 holes being 280.

He 
played a splendidly consistent game 
throughout, his superiority being quite 
marked as was that of Fred McLeod of 
ChlOagO list year. Ih order he made 72 
72, 72 and 71. and but for a poor choice 
of Olubs on tho 16th, where a deck or 
spoon would have answered best, ho 
would have been a stroke or two lower.

NEW YORK RACE 



Sam Hlldretli, the popular Western 
turfman, by Fltzherberfs victory In 
the Suburban yesterday, established a 
world's record In being the only owner 
who has ever furnished the winner of 
the three big liandeaps — Metropolitan, 
Suburban, Brooklyn and winning the 
Belmont Stakes — in one year. 

Last season .Tames R. Keene won 
tho Brooklyn, Suburban and Belmont 
but ho finished second in the Metro- 
jiolltan. By a strange coincidence Ilil- 
dreth lovorsed Keene's record of last 
season by winning the Brooklyn with 
the four-year-old King James, and 
landing the Suburban with the three- 
year-old Flizherbert. Keene won the 
Brooklyn h.andlcap with Celt, a three- 
year-old, but Ballot, which was four 
years old, won the Suburban. The 
mighty Colin furnished Keene the 
winner of the $30,000 Belmont Stakes 
while Sam Hlldreth pulled down this 
event with Joe Madden. Hlldreth also 
enjoys the unique distinction of being 
the only owner that lias ever run "one- 
two" in the Brooklyn handicap. This 
feot ho accomplished with King James- 
.Restlgouche .in tlie last running of the 
historic Gravesend feature. Outside of 
Hildreth and Keeno no other owner 
excepting Kinley Mack's ever won 
even the Brooklyn and Suburban in 
one season. Kinley Mack won both 
races about a decade ago. 

By Fltzherberfs victor.v yesterday 
Sam Hildreth has ;i comfortable lead 
in the list of winning owiieis and con- 
sidering the chaotic condition of the 
New York turf, it is very unlikely oven 
James R. Keene will be able to grab 
him before tho curtain la rung down 
for "03" racing. 

Sam Hlldreth being at the top of the 
list of winning owners is in Itself re- 
markable, for James R. Keene has been 
nearly $100,000 In tho lead of his near- 
est rival since AVilliam C. Whitney 
died. FItzherbcrt, King James, Bcstl- 
gouche, Joe .Madden, and in fact all of 
Hlldreih's horse; now making turf 
lilstory, are known to the racing dele- 
gation now in Victoria. 

King James won the two biggest 
events during tho last California 
excepting Kinley Mack ever won 
land, nnd the equally valuable Cali- 
fornia handicap at Arcadia. Joe Mad- 
den won the Arcadia Derby and fin- 
ished a close second in the California 
Derby. Fitzherbort galloped off wltli 
several stakes during tho winter 
meets, while Rcstlgoucho was one of 
the best horses in training in Califor- 
nia. Fitzhei-bert when he won the .Su- 
burban equalled tho celebrated feat of 
tho mighty Africander. Both being 
only three years old that ever won 
the event, although all tlio prominent 
owners in America have strivcd for 
tho coveted honor since away back In 
the 70's.

Dominion Sends Official to In- 
vestigate Trade Prospects 
on Tehuantepec Route 



Tliat a liirgiT siilisidy will be given 
by llic Dominion jfovcininont to Uio 
(.;iinadiun jVlexican t3.S. Lino witli tlio 
'object of Ijettering' tlie ser\icc between 
this port and tlio weht coast of Mexico 
ports seems an asHure<l fact. Tlie 
amount of tlic increase is not known 
definitely, but it will proljfibly mean 
some $:i5,000, maKlUK tliu wtal subsidy 
given by Canada $75,000. 

At Ottawa the demand lias crown 
insistent for an iniprovenu-iit in the 
Canadian .Mexican Steamship Lliuf. 
The company iian proniisetl to do its 
utmost. Complaints have reached 
headqiiarters thai the .service is not 
nil that might be desired, and it is un- 
derstood that it is upon this account 
that Jlr. Walrond, one of the directors 
uf the line is now in the Old Country, 
with a view to getting steamers to re- 
place the GeorEria and the l,onsdale. 

TIio Dominion government hiia de- 
spatched an olticial from Montreal to 
make the trip on the Klder-Dempster 
steamer Bornu to supervise a test 
Klilpment of freight between Montreal 
and Victoria by way of the Tehuante- 
pec Enllroad and the Canadian-Mo.xl- 
can line on the Pacillc. It is claimed 
tliat Canadian goods can be brought 
from Eastern Canada to British Co- 
lumbia by this route at a cost of 20 
per cent, less than overland via the 
C. P. R. and experiments are being 
made wltli trial shipments. 

There Is a demand at Ottawa for 
the Improvement of tlie C'anadlan- 
j\Iexican steamship lino on the Pacific. 
The coriijiany hag promised to make 
improveiiients, and one of four steam- 
ers - now under '^considluratlon will he 
brought to Victoria. An Ottawa de- 
spatch says there Is much complaint 
regarding the Services on the Pacific 
subsidized by the Domlnlorj Govern- 
ment. So long as complaints respect- 
ing this service were confined to Brlt- 
l.'ih Columbin, tlio Government could 
afford to Ignore them, but recently 
Krain from Saskatchewan and Alberta 
has boon seeking an outlet via Van- 
couver to Mexico, and thence via the 
Tehuantepec railway to the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

The rival steamers, Ella, of the Jeb- 
son line, and Georgia, of the Canadian - 
Mexican line, sailed from the outer 
wharf yesterday, th© former via 
San Francisco and the Georgia 
bound to Guaymas and the ports 
of the Mexican coast to Sallna 
Cruz. The Jebsen liner, which 
has improved since her previous 
visit, will continue her voyage 
to Corlnto and the ports of Central 
America in the revohitionary belt.

The Inquiry Into the charges made 
against Captain James Gaudin, local 
agent of the Marine and Fisheries de- 
partment, are nearing a conclusion.

Among the passengers who arrived 
on the Japanese steamer Kaga \faru,on 
Wednesday wore two w'omon who have 
gained fame in educational circles of 
Japan. .-Xftcr twenty-live years, they 
are returning to thoir nath'e land with 
words of earnest praise for the edu- 
cational, progress made by the Japan- 
ese,, and to spend their declining years 
In America. Miss Isabella Graly.ni 
Prince, aged 80 years, .and her sister, 
Mary Gray Prince, ag;ed 76, whose ef- 
forts to, educate Orientals according, to 
the standards of the Anglo-Saxon, lias 
brought them notable recognition, are 
names that have become known 
throughout the Orient. 

Involved with their long term of 
teaching service, prominent Incidents 
Include tlu: training of Princess Fushl- 
mi, tho (laughter.s of seven ministers 
of state for Japan, and an almost end- 
less number of the Jajianeso nobility. 

Companion passengers arriving from 
Japan tell that tho departure of the 
.Misses Prince from Yokoliarn.a, with 
tlie sailing of the Kaga Maru, attracted 
a demonstration for saying a farewell 
that was remarkable. A throng of 
peoiile estimated at more than 2.000, 
representing every female educational 
Institution of the empire, were on hand 
to wish the departing teachers bon 
voyage. 

"After thlrt\- .\-oars of work In fem.ale 
educational institutions In the United 
States, we went to Japan at tho re- 
(piest of rejjresentatives of the Japan- 
ese government." said Miss .Mary 
Prince. "We were at the time located 
in .San Francl.sco, to which city we had 
moved from Portland, .Maine, to engage 
In educational work. Our st.ay abroad 
has been most ploasant. We found the

Limit- 
less were the. expressions of apprecia- 
tion besto wed upon us. I was saying 
to Bister Isabella recently that we 
would probably have come"home sooner 
wore It not for tho fear that to pay 
customs duty on the scores Of gifts re- 
ceived by us would take more moriej' 
than W(! possessed." 

In spite of their advanced age, tho 
travellers' voyage presented no circum- 
stances of discomfort. Thoy antici- 
pate being able to travel extensively 
over the United States, and thoy hope 
for opportunities to relate that per- 
sonal association with the Japanese 
has convinced them that Japan Is en- 
titled to receive every consideration 
a,s a friendly, social, and commercial 
neighbor.
